Late Legal Decisions. 

The following are abstracts of the important 
opinions recently delivered inthe higher courts 
of the different States: 

l. GAS COMPANY—OBLIGATION TO SUPPLY GAS 
—2. SAME—RIGHT TO DEPOSIT. 

A large hotel at twas refused a supply of 
gas becaase it to make a deposit of $100 to 
secure its bills. The hotel used $60 worth of gas 
weekly. In an action for damages for injury to the 
business of the hotel for want of proper light the 
proprietor was defeated, and he carried the case, 
Wiliams 


vs. Mutual Gas Company, to 
the Supreme Court of Michigan, where 
he was again defeated. Judge Sherwood, 


in the opinion, said: “(1) The nature of gas, the 
objects of the company, ite relations to the com- 
munity, and the rights and privileges it must néc- 
essarily exercise, give the company a public char- 
acter, and to «a certain extent a monop- 
oly, which should never be tolerated only 
upon the ground of some corresponding duty to 
meet the public wants. Such a duty rests upon 
this defendant, and I think it requires the con? 
pany to supply the plaintiff under reasonable rules 

regulations. When this company made the 
connection of its service-pipes and mains with the 
pipes and fixtures of the hotel it imposed on itself 
the duty to supply the house and premises on 
reasonable terms and conditions with such an 
amount of gas as the owner or proprietor might 
require for ites use and pay for so long as the com- 
pany should exist or do business.

MONEY BY MISTAKE—RECOVERY-—NOTE 
PAID BY BANK. 


M ‘held the note of one ©, payable at bank, 
and he deposited it for collection in the same 
bank. The dey it was due the bank credited 
it, as C had an account with it, to M, under the im- 
pression that C’s account showed a sufficient bal- 
ance to cover it. This was a mistake, and the note 
was charged back to M. He drew a check for this

collection and ment of it was refused, where- 
upon an ami suit was brought to determine 
the liability of the bank. The defendant, the Pres- 
ident of the bank, judgment, and the 


plaintiff carried the case, va. 
Haines. to the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, 
udge Trunkey, 
in the opinion, said: “That money paid under 
mistake of fact may be recovered back is #0 au- 
thoritatively settled that the principle is not con- 
troverted by the pleintif. Money paid by the 
plaintiff to the defendant under an honest forget- 
fulaess of fact which disentitied the defendant to 
receive it may be recovered back; it is not suffi- 
cient to prevent a party from recovering money 
paid by him under a mistake of fact that he had 
the means of knowledge of the fact unless he paid 
it intentionally, mot choosing to investigate the 
facts. That was the case where the Directors of a 
life-insurance company had been informed that the 
policy was forfeited in the lifetime of the ac- 
cused, and after his death, having forgotten 
the fact, paid the money on the demand of 
the administratrix. Where the piaintiffs having an 
ne Post made up a statement show- 
ing a balan due Post of $10,648.10, which they 
paid to the defendant, assignee of Post, and after- 
wards discovered that they had omitted to charge 
Post with $5,000 lent him, it was held that they were 
entitied to recover. 
the plaintiffs were negligent, and had the means of 
discovering the mistake at and before the time of 
payment; but the court said: *‘ Negligence in mak- 
ing a mistake does not deprive a party of his rem- 
edy on account thereof. It is the fact that one 
by mistake unintentionally pays money to an- 
other to which the latter is not entitied from 
the former which gives the right of action. © did 
not pay the note; the National bank did not in- 
tend to advance the money ror him or to pay the 
note with its own money; nothing was owing on the 
note by that bank to either of the parties in this ac- 
tion, and neither has been hurt by the voluntary 
correction of the mistake.’’ 
RAILROAD — NEGLIGENCE — PORTER OPENING 
CAR-DOOR. 


A railway passenger had his hand against the 
side of an open door, and the porter, in shutting 
the door without giving any notice, crushed a finger 
of the passenger, who sued the company for dam- 
ages and recovered. The company carried the case 
to Galveston (H. & 8. R. R. Co. vs. Davidson) to the 
Supreme Court of Texas, where the judgment was 
reversed. Judge Wirt in his opinion said: * Un- 
less there is some special reason for giving notice 
or warning we are aware of no principle of the law 
in such cases which requires it to be done. It is 
sufficient, generally, if the door of the car is open 
and shut with usual and proper care in the ordina- 
ry way, withoutany public warning, or parade, or 
ado over the matter. No warning to the passen- 
gers is necessary unless there may exist some spe- 
Cial reason therefor. A leading writer on car- 
of passengers iays down the fol- 
lowing rule: A passenger cannot be 
said to be im the exercise of due care 
who voluntarily and unnecessarily places his hand 
upon the frame-work of the door of the carriage 
80 that when the door is closed it must inevitably 
be crushed.”’ 

USE OF WATER—BXCESSIVE USE—INJUNCTION. 

The owners of a water-pond gave, for a consid- 
eration, to a company the right to use a certain 
quantity of water, and finding that a greater 
amount was being used they applied for an injunc- 
tion, and gotit. The company carried the case— 
Lawson vs. Menasha Woodenware Company—to 
the Supreme Court of Wisconsin, where it was 
again beaten. Judge Cassoday, in the opin- 
ion, said: “ The defendant's right to 
draw and use, however, is given by and 
necessarily defined and limited in the leases. 
Whatever has been drawn or may be drawn in ex- 
cess of the amount thus authorised, defined, and 
limited must be regarded as wrongfully drawn and 
used. As to whether the plaintiffs must seek their 
remedy in damages at law or have relief by injunc- 
tion, after a very careful reading of the cases and 
some of the latest and best text-books, we have no 
hesitation in holding that, where the proprietor of 
& water-power leases the use of a specific quantity 
of water, and lessee persistently uses.

THE HIGGIE-DUNCAN CITY COLLISION, 
The unknown vessel that collided with the Dun- 
can City near the entrance to Death’s Door Mon- 
day morning was the schooner Mary L. Higgie.. 


‘The latter arrived here at a late hour Wednesday 


night with her jibboom, bowsprit, and headgear 
gone. Capt. Hatch, master of the Higgie, says 


that about 1 o’clock Monday morning the vessel 
“was seven miffes southeast of Cana Island steering 


a course south, half west, the wind blowing ‘over 
the starboard quarter. The fog was so dense that 
it was impossible to see over two vessels’ length 
ahead. The lookout was blowing the fog-horn 
three blasts at intervals not to exceed one minute. 
Hearing one blast ahead, the lookout reported to 
the mate and answered by three blasts. The mate 
ran from aft to the mainmast and seeing a red and 
white light on the weather bow ordered the wheel 
hard kown, the lookout at the same time calling all 
hands on deck. A red and green light followed, 
and immediately after sighting it there was a col- 
Histon, the yessels striking stem to stem, as both 


were Iuffing to the wind. The vessels remained 


afoul of each other for about twenty minutes, dur- 
ing which Capt. Hatch learned that the other 

was the Duncan City, Nght, from Chicago. The 
Higgie was laden with tron-ore and bound for 
Chicago. to learn the 
extent of 

City, but Capt, Hatch thinks her side was stove in 
and her jibboom and headgear carried awhy. After 
the Higgie got clear she lowered her canvas and 
drifted to the leeward, and was approached by an- 
other vessel to within hailing distance.
